"Tills clianglnp world" as an ex- 
pre.SHion relating to progress Is true 
enough, but when applied to weather 
conditions, not so good, thinks S. E. 
Pollock. Antloch mayor and florist, 
who keeps close records of tempera- 
tures, rains, snows and sunshine. 

"Many people remark that we do 
not have any more "old-faslfloned" 
winters, that (ho climate Is changing 
and make Inquiry as to wliy the win- 
ters arc different now," Mr. Pollock 
said. "As a matter of fact tho clim- 
ate Is not changing, and the winters 
now are Just as old-fashioned as tlioy 
were 20 years ago, as records of tlie 
weather iMireau will show. The trou- 
ble Is." continued the Mayor, "people 
rememijer only the high spots of 
years ago— tho heavy snows, unusual 
rainfall, and the extreme cold, forget- 
ting about the milder winters of 
former years." 

During tho month of December peo- 
ple of this locality enjoyed 12 clear 
days, while In Decombor last year 
there were 15 days of sunshine. Mr. 
Pollock's record shows, and also that 
we had 11) cloudy days in December 
this year as against 16 such davH in 
December 1027. The average "tem- 
perature at 7 a. m., Deceml)er this 
year was 20 P., last year 16 F. The

Luck of funds ha.s 
been a handicap during tho yeir, 
otherwise nmny of the difficulties in 
the way of improvements would havu 
been removed, and It would have 
been a simple matter for tho board 
to decide what was boat lo Ijp done.

To the aynip from 
the can, add ono tablespoon of but- 
ter, two tablespoons of sugar, mixed 
with a tahlesimon of (lour, and then 
ono ublespoon of Ume or lemon 
Juice. Bring this to boiling, pour It 
over one sllRhtly beaten egg. nnd 
cook m double boiler until It Is thick 
and coats a spoon. Cool, then fold 
in one-fourth cup of sour cream, 
whipped. Arrange the fruit on 
lettuce, pour over some of the dress- 
ing, nnd gamlflh wlUi chopped nuts 
and some of the cherries from the 
can of fruit. 

Or try this pear salad— it's reahy 
delicious: Use the same recipe for 
salad dressing as above, only use tho 
juice from a can of pears Instead of 
from the fruits for salad. Chill the 
pears, and arrange on leaves of let- 
tuce. Crumble Roquefort cheece 
coarsely and sprinkle In cavities of 
the pears.

one tablespoon olive oil or cooking 
oil. one-half tablespoon vinegar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoon paprika, one-sixteenth tea- 
snoon mustard. one-half teaspoon 
sugar, two tablespoons chill sauce.
